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A  Final  Commentary  On  Mexican  Silver  Coins

This  is  the  fourth  and  hopefully 
final  article,  at  least  for  awhile,  on 
Mexican  silver  coins  and  their  current 
bullion  value.  1  would  think  that 
almost  everyone  would  assume  that 
anyone  writing  four  articles  on  Mexi¬ 
can  silver  coins  should  know  somet¬ 
hing  about  the  bullion  markets.  They 
would  indeed,  until  they  realize  that 
no  one.  including  this  writer,  knows 
what's  really  going  on.  or  what  the 
true  underlying  causes  are  of  what 
went  on  during  the  past  few  months, 
or  whafs  to  happen  over  the  next 
couple  of  months. 

Over  the  last  few  months.  1  have 
read  numerous  articles  in  the  numis¬ 
matic  press  and  on  the  financial  pages 
of  daily  newspapers  delving  into  the 
whys  and  wherefores  of  the  rise  in 
silver  bullion  values.  One  reads  about 
the  massive  use  of  silver  and  the 
lesser  production  rates  and  ifs  said 
that  obviously  silver  had  to  go  up. 

I've  read  that  the  "smart  money," 
including  Arab  oil  money,  realized 
that  silver  was  undervalued  in  com¬ 
parison  to  gold  and  so  they  partially 
switched  top  buying  silver.  Even  one 
of  the  Hunt  boys  was  on  television 
being  quizzed  about  his  silver  hold¬ 
ings,  his  future  plans,  and  his  ideas 
concerning  small  investors  partici¬ 
pating  in  silver  commodity  trading. 

If  you’re  looking  for  a  wealth  of 
information,  you  11  have  to  look  else¬ 
where.  because  I  don't  know  whafs 
going  to  happen  anymore  than  any¬ 
one  else. 

I  have  held  the  opinion  over  the  last 


couple  of  years  that  silver  was  under- 
priced.  And  1  would  be  willing  to  bet 
that  the  "smart  money,"  hiring  bright 
analysts,  could  figure  out  the  same 
thing.  The  question  is.  "Is  silver  still 
undervalued?" 

When  I  was  in  Texas  this  February. 

I  had  an  opportunity  to  talk  with 
another  winter  visitor  from  Montana. 
He  said  he  had  been  toying  with  silver 
over  the  last  couple  of  years  and  that 
silver  was  currently  overvalued  in 
comparison  to  gold.  He  said  the 
gold- silver  ratio  has  historically  been 
35-40  to  one  and  a  ratio  of  20: 1  meant 
silver  was  too  high.  Well,  let's  look  at 
the  recent  ratios  and  see. 

Now  this  has  not  been  a  well- 
structured  broad  scientifically  and 
statistically  sound  investigation,  but 
since  October.  1  have  been  periodi¬ 
cally  jotting  down  the  silver  and  gold 
prices  as  quoted  from  the  commod¬ 
ities  page  of  The  Wall  Street  Journal. 
Sure  enough,  the  gold-silver  ratio  for 
that  short  period  of  1978  was  about 
33-39  to  one.  As  an  example,  on  Oct. 
10.  1978,  gold  was  quoted  at  $226.60 
per  ounce  and  silver  at  $5,957  for  a 
ratio  of  38: 1. 

During  the  same  period  in  1979.  the 
ratios  were  in  the  22-24  range.  Well.  I 
guess  this  guy  from  Montana  knew 
what  he  was  talking  about,  or  did  he? 
He  was  looking  at  historical  data  from 
the  past  year,  a  period  of  time  which 
in  my  opinion  is  typical  and  a  period 
of  adjustment  It  is  my  opinion  that 
ever  since  President  Nixon  allowed 
Americans  to  freely  own  gold,  we  have

been  in  a  period  of  readjustment. 
Then,  what  is  the  true  ratio? 

Well,  since  this  article  is  to  deal 
with  Mexican  coins,  let's  look  at  the 
historical  Mexican  ratio 

The  facing  eagle  type  gold  8  Es¬ 
cudos  (1824-1873)  weighed  27.073 
grams  and  was  87.5%  pure  for  a  gold 
content  of  23  689  grams.  The  facing 
eagle  type  silver  8  Reales  (1824- 1897) 
weighed  27.073  grams  and  was  90.27% 
pure  for  a  gold  content  of  24  438 
grams.  Since  the  gold  1/2  Escudo 
equalled  the  8  Reales,  it  took  391.02 
grams  of  silver  to  equal  23  689  grams 
of  gold,  or  a  ratio  of  16.5:1.  Well, 
maybe  this  is  an  isolated  case.  What 
about  U.S.  coinage? 

The  latest  gold  pieces  weighed  such 
that  gold  had  a  monetary  value  of 
$20  667  per  ounce  and  the  silver 
dollar  (subsidiary  coinage  differed) 
was  designed  to  have  a  monetary 
value  of  $1,293  per  ounce.  The  ratio 
figures  at  1 5  98: 1 .  The  ratio  is  close 
but  not  identical.  If  you've  read  much 
numismatic  history,  you  will  recog¬ 
nize  this  is  one  of  the  reasons  why 
U.S.  gold  or  silver  coinage  periodi¬ 
cally  disappeared  from  circulation 
and  was  exported  to  be  melted  down 
for  bullion:  but  that's  another  long 


story. 

1  don't  know  for  sure  and  I  don't 
have  the  figures  available,  but  I  would 
bet  if  you  look  at  anciant  Roman 
coinage  or  European  coinage,  the 
ratio  is  probably  about  16:1  Perhaps 
some  TNA  member  could  investigate 
this. 

In  any  case,  the  foregoing  is  what  I 
base  my  opinion  upon.  As  an  ex¬ 
ample,  on  Feb.  11,  1980,  gold  was 
quoted  at  $712.30  per  ounce  and 
silver  at  $38  1 15  for  a  ratio  of  18.7:1 
Silver  still  looks  to  be  slightly  under¬ 
valued.  But  before  you  blow  your  egg 
money  on  silver,  ask  yourself  this 
question.  "Is  gold  accurately  valued 
or  overvalued7"  All  the  ratio  says  is 
buy  silver  over  gold,  but  it  doesn't  tell 
you  if  you  should  buy  at  all.

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EAGLES  ON  COINS

Eagles  are  one  of  the  largest  and 
most  powerful  birds  in  the  world 
They  soar  real  high  so  have  come  to 
be  symbols  of  freedom  and  power. 
Some  eagles  range  from  30  to  35 
inches  from  their  bill  to  their  tail  tip 
and  have  a  wing  spread  of  seven  feet. 
Eagles  live  from  20  to  30  years  with 
some  living  over  50.  They  breed  at 
four  years  and  keep  the  same  mate  for 
life. 

In  1782,  the  United  States  chose  the 
Bald  Eagle  as  the  U  S.  emblem.  In 
1792.  it  was  ordered  for  the  reverse  of 
most  of  our  coins  and  the  Bald  Eagle 
is  on  the  coins  in  various  poses. 

Other  countries  also  have  used  the 
eagle  on  their  coins.  Some  are  Mex¬ 
ico.  Germany.  France.  Spain.  Greece, 
Japan.  Ecuador,  Canada.  Syria  and  the 
Philippines  Different  eagles  are  Bald 
Eagle.  Golden  Eagle.  White-tailed 
Eagle.  Stellar’s  Sea  Eagle.  Harpy  Eagle, 
Crowned  Eagle  and  the  Monkey- Eat¬ 
ing  Eagle. 

The  eagle  appeared  first  on  the 
reverse  of  the  "disme”  of  1792.  The 
eagle  is  flying  right  to  left  with  wings 
outstretched  and  turning  a  rather  long 
neck  to  look  backward  In  1836,  the 
silver  dollar  was  the  second  coin  to 
show  an  eagle.  Christian  Gobrechfs 
design  shows  a  powerful  eagle  climb¬ 
ing  through  a  field  of  stars  This 
eagle's  outstretched  wings  and  mag¬ 
nificently  detailed  plumage  make  it 
one  of  our  most  lifelike  eagles  Some 
believed  this  to  be  a  pattern.  Next 
came  another  controversial  piece,  the 
1856  Flying  Eagle  cent.  Some  drought 


one  example  of  the  eagle  used  on 
American  coins 

it  only  a  pattern.  John  Longacre 
designed  it  and  turned  it  horizontally 
to  be  solidly  balanced  and  attractive 

Very  impressive  is  the  $20  gold  coin 
designed  by  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens 
It  is  one  of  our  most  beautiful  coins 
with  the  eagle  flying  up  from  the  sun's 
rays. 

Herman  McNeil's  quarter  design 
shows  a  soaring  eagle  and  was  criti¬ 
cized  for  it  looking  more  like  a 
chicken  hawk. 

Our  later  flying  eagle  coin  is  the 
cupronickel  Eisenhower  dollar.  Frank 
Gasparro's  eagle  is  about  to  land  on 
the  moon,  One  wing  is  upraised,  ready 
to  beat  down  and  slow  the  bird's 
flight;  the  other  wing  has  started 
downward  This  eagle  has  less  detail 
but  the  pose  is  dynamic.  This  eagle  is 
also  on  our  newest  coin,  the  Suasn  B 
Anthony  dollar. 

Some  information  I  read  told  the 
story  of  an  eagle  used  at  the  mint  as  a 
model  for  some  years.  His  name  was 
Peter  and  one  day  he  flew  into  some 
of  the  machinery  and  came  out  the 
loser.  He  was  the  model  for  several 
U  S.  coins.

OIN  Portraiture 

ORNER 


(the  following  article  was  written  by  Courtney  Coffing  of  Sidney.  Ohio  and 
appeared  in  the  September  1963  issue  of  the  TNA  NEWS  Editor) 


The  head  of  Athenia.  representing 
the  god  of  Athens  on  the  obverse  of 
coins  of  Athens,  which  was  really  a 
deified  head  of  Alexander,  and  the 
owl  on  the  reverse,  started  a  trend 
continued  on  modern  coins.  The  head 
of  rulers  of  Great  Britain  on  the 
obverse  retains  the  tradition  of 
Athena;  the  seated  Britannia  on  the 
reverse  relates  to  the  owl  of  Athens  as 
tire  symbol  of  the  country. 

Thus  started  the  trends  of  port¬ 
raiture.  Various  reasons  can  be  seen 
for  portraits  -  to  commemorate  past 
heroes,  to  portray  the  ruling  monarch, 
and.  in  some  individual  cases,  as 
propaganda  to  support  the  ego  af  a 
dictator. 

In  cases  where  the  monarch  is 
traditionally  portayed,  it  is  of  interest 
to  note  the  portraits  over  a  long 
period  of  time,  from  childhood  to 
youth,  adult  and  aged  person.  Victoria 
of  Great  Britain.  Wilhelmina  of  the 
Netherlands;  and  Isabella  II  and  Al¬ 
fonso  XIII  of  Spain  are  examples 
showing  this  transition. 

We  need  to  clarify  some  mistaken 
conceptions  in  regard  to  portraiture. 
The  symbolism  can  vary  between 
nations  using  portrait  coins.  On  the 
coins  of  the  Netherlands.  Sweden. 
Great  Britain,  the  Vatican,  and  others, 
the  living,  ruling  monarch  is  por¬ 
trayed  This  person  today  is  usually  a 


figurehead  -  a  constitutional  monarch 
with  few  absolute  powers.  The  sym¬ 
bolism  in  this  type  of  portraiture  is 
that  of  allegiance  or  authority,  albeit 
hidden  behind  the  figurehead. 

Most  republics  or  democracies  will 
not  portray  a  living  person.  They  usu¬ 
ally  let  time  judge  the  person  for  their 
greatness.  Notable  exceptions  occur, 
of  course.  Franklin  D  Roosevelt  ap¬ 
peared  on  the  United  States  dime  in 
1946,  one  year  after  his  death; 
Benjaminn  Franklin  was  on  the  half 
dollar  150  years  after  his  death.  The 
symbolism  conveyed  here  is  in  the 
deeds  of  greatness  of  the  man  or 
recognition  of  a  race  (Booker  T.  Wash¬ 
ington).  field  of  endeavor  (Carlos 
Gomez  of  Brazil  or  Schubert  and 
Mozart  on  Austrian  coins  -  musi¬ 
cians).  or  doctrine,  such  as  the  Mon¬ 
roe  Doctrine  commemorated  on  the 
half  dollar  of  1923. 

Though  it  is  natural  for  artists  to 
pose  persons  for  coin  models. we  can¬ 
not  assume  the  person  portrayed  as 
being  commemorated  or  their  portrait 
being  honored.  An  example  of  this 
involves  the  lively  discussion  of  the 
model  of  the  Indian  Head  cent. 
Legend  tells  us  that  Longacre's 
daughter  posed  for  her  dad  Miss  Doris 
Doscher.  a  Red  Cross  nurse,  posed  for 
artist  MacNeil  for  the  Standing  Lib¬ 
erty  quarter.  Frances.  Duchess  of 

1 1 
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Richmond  and  Lennox,  has  already 
been  discussed  as  the  model  for  Great 
Britain's  Britannia.  A  picture  of  the 
second  wife  of  President  Rafael 
Nunez  of  Colombia.  Soledad  Ramon 
de  Nunez,  was  used  as  the  model  for 
their  50-cent  coin  of  1887. 

We  cannot  properly  identify  these 
individuals  as  being  portrayed  on 
coins  because  allegorical  representa¬ 
tion  was  made. 

Scientists  themselves  have  been 
honored,  usually  by  a  portrait  of 
themselves  rather  than  a  commemo¬ 
ration  of  their  discovery  Thus,  we 
note  portraits  of  Booker  T.  Washing¬ 
ton  and  George  Washington  Carver  on 
our  commemorative  half  dollars; 
Austria  devoted  a  series  of  two  schil¬ 
ling  coins  to  men  as  Dr.  Billroth,  a 
surgeon  Brazil  honored  Dr  Oswaldo 


Cruz,  the  Walter  Reed  of  their  coun¬ 
try. 

Some  countries  with  portrait  coins, 
beside  those  mentioned  here  already, 
include  China.  Curacao.  Turkey.  Uru¬ 
guay  and  Venezuela 

More  next  month . 

Spain  established  the  first  New 
World  mint  in  Mexico  City  in  1535.

CHAIR

In  New  York  the  world's  most  famous 
stamp,  the  British  Guiana  1856  one- 
cent  magenta,  was  sold  at  auction  for 
$850,000  -  the  most  ever  paid  for  a 
stamp.  The  stamp  was  put  up  for  sale 
by  a  Wilkes  Barre,  Pa.  collector  who 
had  bought  it  for  an  inflation  hedge  in 
1970  for  $280,000.  a  then-record  price. 
The  stamp  is  the  only  one  of  its  type 
and  has  been  described  as  the  most 
valuable  single  object  in  the  world  for 
its  size  and  weight.  It  has  been  owned 
by  several  people  since  its  discovery 
in  1873  by  a  British  schoolboy  who 
was  looking  through  some  old  family 
correspondence. 

The  stamp  wasa  printed  in  British 
Guiana,  which  is  now  the  South 
American  nation  of  Guyana,  while  the 
colonists  were  waiting  in  1856  for  a 
shipment  of  stamps  to  arrive  from 
London.  As  stocks  ran  low,  it  was 
decided  to  print  some  stamps  locally. 
It  features  a  little  ship  in  the  middle, 
surrounded  by  the  colony's  motto. 
"Damus  Petimus  Que  Vicissim"  (We 
give  and  we  seek  in  return). 


Silver  makes  beautiful  music  .  . 
much  of  the  beautiful  music  we  hear 
comes  from  musical  instruments  that 
are  made  of  .900  fine  silver  or  are 


covered  with  a  thick  coat  of  pure 
silver.  Flutes,  trumpets,  trombones, 
cornets  and  flugal  horns  are  just  a  few 
of  today's  musical  instruments  that 
use  the  rich  and  pure  tonal  qualities 
of  silver  to  enrich  their  melodious 
tones. 


From  the  Liberty  Coin  Club  (Corpus 
Christi)  Bulletin  ...  "It  seems  that  the 
Postal  Department  in  support  of 
President  Carter's  call  to  boycott  the 
Olympics  in  Moscow  has  stopped  the 
sale  of  all  Olympic  stamps  and  ap¬ 
parently  has  put  them  in  storage.  This 
of  course  results  in  fewer  of  them 
being  around  for  the  collectors.  It 
would  be  interesting  in  around  a 
hundred  years  or  so  someone  dis¬ 
covers  them  and  voila!  there  they 
have  the  Postal  Department's  answer 
to  the  Carson  City  silver  dollar." 


A  gentleman  from  Maryland  com¬ 
mented  on  the  new  money  shapes 
proposed  by  a  Congressman  from 
California  .  "changing  metal  shapes 
would  be  a  long  and  complex  opera¬ 
tion.  but  it  is  an  excellent  idea. 
Flowever.  one  suggestion  to  assist  the 
blind  in  dealing  with  paper  currency 
would  be  to  emboss  the  braille  figures 
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on  the  currency.  Switzerland  has 
adopted  this  process  and  it  apparently 
works  well  for  that  country's  visually 
handicapped.  The  Swiss  do  not  permit 
paper  currency  to  become  so  worn, 
as  does  the  U  S.,  before  replacement.''

The  silver  coins,  struck  in  .925 
sterling  silver  have  a  face  value  of  100 
Pataca 

The  obverse  side  of  both  gold  and 
silver  coins  shows  the  government 
crest,  with  words  "Macau"  at  the  top 
and  "1980"  at  the  bottom.  The  reverse 
bears  the  picture  of  Sun  Wu  Rung,  the 
mythical  monkey  and  hero  of  the 


Ming  Dyanasty  story  "The  Pilgrimage 
to  the  West."  who  journeyed  to  India 
from  China  to  search  for  and  return 
Buddhist  scriptures.  He  is  acknow¬ 
ledged  to  bring  health,  happiness  and 
peace  wherever  he  has  traveled. 

This  is  the  third  consecutive  year 
the  government  of  Macau  has  author¬ 
ized  gold  and  silver  commemoration 
coinage.  The  first  offering  in  1978 
was  the  commemoration  of  the  25th 
silver  anniversary  of  the  Grand  Prix 
held  in  Macau.  In  1979  the  first 
Chinese  Lunar  Year  coinage  was 
struck  commemorating  the  Year  of  the 
Goat.
